Three  years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  of  1948©  By  this  Act  the  Borough  reverted  to  its 
1875  status  of  Local  Sanitary  Authority,  the  designation  Local  Health 
Authority  being  reserved  for  County  and  County  Borough  Councils o 

The  Health  Department  is  now  mainly  concerned  with  the  prevention  and 
control  of  infectious  disease,  housing  and  health  education* 

The  population  shows  an  inorease  of  36O0 

The  death  rate  at  9  Per  1*000  of  the  population  is  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales® 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  3^®5  per  1,000  live  births  is  considerably 
above  that  of  the  record  low  figure  of  1949  (14o9)®  The  cause  of  the  inorease 
is  the  larger  number  of  deaths  from  prematurity  (8  as  against  4  for  last  year)® 

The  number  of  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  was  six  as  compared  with 
23  for  1949o  There  were  no  deaths o 

Tor  the  second  year  in  succession  there  were  no  eases  of  Diphtheria» 

In  the  body  of  the  report  will  be  found  information  in  respect  of  the  health 
services  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  and  the  details  therein 
are  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  reports  the  work  carried  out  by 
your  Medical  Officer  as  Assistant  County  Medioal  Officer  with  the  loyal  eo-operation 
of  the  Health  Visiting  Staffo 

The  Housing  Act  of  1949,  inter-alia,  provides  grants  towards  the  cost  of 
improvement  and  modernisation  whereby  the  life  of  old  property  would  be  extended 
for  at  least  3°  years,  with  a  minimum  cost  of  £100  and  a  maximum  of  £600  per  house® 
The  grant  from  the  Local  Authority  is  determined  in  each  case  and  may  be  up  to  50$ 
of  the  cost® 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  loyal  and  generous  assistance,  to  the  Officers  of  other 
Departments  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  and  to  the  Council  for  support  and 
encouragement®

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  in  Worksop  during  195°  was  43o  This,  of 


course.  Is  a  low  figure  and  the  reason  I  mention  it  at  all  is  merely  to  make 
the  following  point© 

Recently,  in  the  Lancet,  a  leading  specialist  had  this  to  say,  "Among 
patients  attending  my  department  the  percentage  of  advanoed  cases  is  much  too 
high,  and  I  oonsider  that  it  would  be  reduced  by  such  a  polioy  (publicity  in 
relation  to  oanoer)  if  well  carried  out©  Hy  experience  shows  me  that  a  large 
number  of  people,  even  among  the  edueated,  do  not  realize  the  difference  in 
cure  rate  when  treatment  is  begun  early0  Several  factors  prevent  the  early 
oases  from  reaohing  hospitals  where  they  can  be  treated©  Fear  is  certainly 
one j  and  this  is  understandable  enough  because  it  is  thought  that  canoer 
cannot  be  oured*  In  some  there  is  fear  of  having  to  go  into  hospital  and 
leave  the  family  uncared  for©  Teaching  the  public  may  or  may  not  produoe  a 
few  more  cancer  problems,  but  that  would  be  a  small  price  to  pay  in  comparison 
with  the  number  of  lives  we  might  save©" 

I  agree  with  this  view  and  hope  that  the  delicate  task  of  educating  the 
public  be  entrusted  to  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards 0

Diphtheriao 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  in  the  Borough  no  case  of  Diphtheria 
ooourred  and  this  is  a  tribute  to  the  persistant  immunisation  campaign  during  the 
last  10  years o  Recently  some  evidence  has  been  forthcoming  to  suggest  that 

inoculations  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  etc©,  may  influence  the  occurrence 
of  paralysis  when  poliomyelitis  is  prevalent©  This  is  particularly  disquieting 
when  the  continuance  of  immunisation  is  needed  to  prevent  diphtheria  re-asserting 
itself  as  the  scourge  of  former  years 0 

The  memory  of  the  public  of  the  ravages  of  diphtheria  is  fading,  but  is 
alive  to  the  distressing  features  of  poliomyelitis©  The  sure  safeguard  against 


diphtheria  should  not  be  lightly  abandoned  because  of  a  possible  connection 
with  a  disease  of  whose  origin,  spread  and  control  so  little  is  knowno 

In  every  community  there  is  always  a  small  nucleus  of  objectors  to  the 
treatment®  Every  public  health  worker  knows  that  some  mothers  will  too 
readily  say  "His  father  doesn’t  agree  with  immunisation”  and  knowing  that 
usually  the  health  visitor  cannot  approach  the  father  directly  for 
corroboration,  they  hope  to  get  away  with  it®  In  some  eases  the  father 
may  have  had  numerous  inoculations  during  the  war  and  perhaps  suffered 
severely  from  them,  and  it  may  be  that,  after  having  been  ill  in  the  Burma 
Jungle  or  in  the  African  desert,  he  thought  that  inoculations  did  not  do  any 
goodo  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  harmless,  and  carried  out  with  striot 
aseptic  precautions,  does  not  result  in  any  ill-effeotso

There  were  471  eases  of  Measles  notified  during  the  year  as  against  145  eases 
in  I949. 

Measles  epidemics  usually  occur  in  two=yearly  cycles©  It  is  a  difficult 
infection  to  control  because  it  is  spread  before  the  rash  has  made  its  appearaneeo 


Tubereulosiso 

Every  case  of  tuberculosis  arises  from  another  ease,  for  tuberculosis  is  an 
infeotious  disease  caused  by  the  tubercle  germs  which  can  spread  from  one  person 
to  another  in  the  sputam  or  other  discharges,  and  also  from  cow  to  man  in  milko 
The  mode  of  infection  is  most  commonly  caused  by  the  inhalation  of  droplets  of 
moisture  sprayed  out  by  a  tuberculous  person,  when  talking,  laughing  or  eoughingo 
Resistance  at  any  given  time  will  depend  upon  the  physical  condition  and  presence 
or  absenee  of  any  other  debilitary  illness,  the  state  of  nutrition  and  the  amount 
of  strain  undergone  both  at  home  and  at  worko 

A  tuberoulous  patient  eannot  be  compelled  to  undergo  isolation  or  treatment, 
and  unfortunately  neither  chest  physician  nor  health  visitor  is  free  to  warn 
neighbours  and  others  outside  the  family  circle  of  the  danger  of  contact  with  the 
patient,  because  to  do  so  would  reveal  the  nature  of  his  illness  end  entail  a 
breach  of  professional,  secrecy©  The  closer  the  contact  the  greater  the  risk, 
particularly  if  the  infectious  patient's  standard  of  hygiene  end  living  conditions 
are  bad©  An  open  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  home  constitutes  a  grave 
danger  to  any  persons  under  the  age  of  30  living  in  contact  with  him©  The  most 
serious  risk  is  to  children  under  fiveo

During  the  year  talks  were  given  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
following  organisations  in  the  Borough  8  =  Toe  Hc  (Men  and  Women’s  Section),  the 
Business  and  Professional  Women’s  Association,  and  the  Worksop  Rotary  Clubo 

In  connection  with  the  Safe  Pood  Campaign,  lectures  were  delivered  by  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  by  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  on  five  occasions 
to  food  handlers  in  the  town©  Mr0  Alderman.  H0  Adwiek,  Chairman  of  your  Health 
Committee,  presided  at  these  highly  successful  meetings.  The  talks,  which  were 
of  an  informal  nature,  were  augmented  with  excellent  sound  films  kindly  supplied 
by  the  Nottingham  Branch  of  the  Central  Office  of  Information  The  talks  will  be 
resumed  in  the  autumn  of  1951° 


Prolongation  of  Llfe0 

The  expectation  of  life  at  birth  in  1949  for  the  whole  country  was  660OI  years 
for  males  and  7Qo6j  years  for  femaleso  The  gain  in  life  of  recent  times  is  due 
mainly  to  the  suppression  of  ’preventable’  diseases  which  chiefly  affects  young 
lives  e©g©  gastroenteritis  in  infancy,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  other 
respiratory  infections  and  to  the  discovery  of  powerful  new  antibiotic  drugs  such 
as  penicillin,  ehloromycitin  and  streptomyeino  With  us  death  is  mainly  due  to 
infection,  but  it  has  been  chiefly  from  infection  from  virulent  gems  almost  'equally 
potent  to  overcome  the  strong  and  the  weak,  the  young  and  the  aged©  This  is  no 
longer  the  ease,  for  now  most  of  us  die  from  non-specific  infections  due  to 
parasites  of  low  potency  which  are  harmless  to  the  young  and  strongo 

Another  factor  of  importance  in  the  increased  expectation  of  life  is  the 
improvement  in  nutrition,  especially  in  early  life©  It  is  probable  that  we  are 
being  built  better  because  we  are  better  fed,  or  until  recently,  have  been  in 
spite  of  the  fast  that  w@  are  eating  less  than  our  fathers  dido  We  have  only 
to  look  around  us  to  witness  the  self-evident  proof  in  the  sturdy  appearance,  good 


colour  and  bright  eyes  of  our  school  ehildreno  It  is  probable  that  at  the 
present  time  we  are  not  getting  sufficient  protein  of  good  composition  for  our 
needs  and  if  this  is  long  continued  there  may  be  some  fall  in  the  expectation  of 
lifeo 


A  municipal  swimming  bath  is  situate  In  the  Borough  and  is  open  to  the 
publico  During  the  year  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  the  results  of  the 
analyses  were  satisfactory  in  each  ease0  The  purpose  of  the  filtration  and 
chlorination  of  swimming  bath  water  Is  to  provide  a  constant  supply  of  clear  and 
sparkling  water  reasonably  protected  against  contamination  by  disease  producing 
germs o  The  great  variation  in  “Bathing  loads”  end  consequently  in  degree  of 
pollution  makes  the  protection  of  swimming  bath  water  no  simple  tasko  While 
the  bathe  Staff  do  everything  to  maintain  a  ’safe”  standard  of  bath  water  the 
bathers  themselves  could  assist  very  materially  by  the  observance  of  strict 
personal  hygieneo

Shortage  of  houses  continues  to  be  a  prominent  feature  of  our  local 
circumstanoeso  The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Housing  lists  at  31st 
December,  135°>  was  1,695»  The  frustration,  nervous  tension  and  'episodes* 
produced  by  being  obliged  to  live  with  in-laws  is  the  cause  of  many  marriage 
breakdowns  and  general  unhappiness o 

The  effect  on  health  is  obvious  in  many  of  the  cases.  The  attainment 
of  a  standard  of  one  family  to  one  house  or  flat  would  bring  great  happiness 
and  good  health  to  the  community.  Needless  to  say  the  Housing  Committee  is  only 
too  well  aware  of  these  facts  and  is  doing  its  best  in  the  face  of  great 
difficulties  to  improve  the  situation® 

A  poor  house  is  better  than  none  and  30  action  in  regard  to  slum  clearance 
and  substandard  houses  must  be  postponed,  or  reduced  to  a  minimumo  Action 
under  the  Housing  Act  is  governed  by  "reasonable  cost"  and  this,  while  rents 
remain  static  and  building  costs  soar,  is  very  difficult  to  assess o  The 
department  tries  to  hold  the  balance  evenly  and  to  ask  for  only  essential  work 
to  be  done.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  housing  is  given
